The Gen* ral Superintendent, Mr. J. M'. Stew-rt, and "other' government 
employers got together with the growers operating agricultural fields at 
Grants, New Mexico, As the result, of these, gatherings, .there is now good 
drinking water for the Navajo workers at Bluewater. 

The toil ts are also constructed at each of th workers camps. These 
are constructed' well so as- to keep the flies from 'spreading disease. 

• One of the government, doctors go/' s to Bluewater to give inoculations 
to the Navajo workers against typhoid fever. The growers are also■ .planning 
to build better houses for the workers too. These tasks will provide better 
-living conditions for the Nava j a workers. 

The school bus- from Baca. Day School .will, g.o to the..-workers' camps at 
Blue weter ev ry day for the school children.. The children will have noon¬ 
day-lunch at the day . school and- will V taken back to the camps late in the 
afternoon. It is well for all the children between the ag-^s of six to fifteen 
wars to go to school at Baca Day School. 

IT .IS TIME EOF: MARK ET ING O F IAMBS 

Mea.t is one of thr foods that is needed to heir win the war. Much 
meat is raised on the Navajo Reservation. 

Most Navajo lambs- weigh' 55 -to 60 pounds' e p ch when they arc sold to the 
trader. These small lambs are then f.ed br-y and grain for four or five months 
in Kansas. At the end of this time thr lambs are fat and weigh from'SO to 
10Q pounds each. 

Lambs brought the Nfvajos from 10 to lly cents per pound'last year. 
Because hay and grain is scarce and high in price many people think that 
lambs will not bring much more money this year than they did 1- st year. 




I NHSFIT AFC S O F G RAZING PERMITS 

The Tribal Council passed a resolution providing that Navajos holding 
permits for grazing livestoc 1 ' on trital lands may make Wills. This would 
enable persons named In the wills to receive the grazing nericits after the 
death of the holders. The court of Indian Offenses must approve the wills. 

In cases where no will has been made claim permits among survivors will 
be in the following order; (1) Surviving spouse, if not (2) Surviving 
children, if not ( 3 ) Surviving grandchildren, if not (4) Surviving parents, 
if not ( 5 ) Surviving brothers and sisters, if not (6) Surviving nieces 
and nephews, if not ( 7 ) Distribution to the people of the district grazing 
pool by the district supervisor. The resolution also provides that no will 
shall be approved or distribution made to any person not enrolled with the 
Havajo Tribe. 

Three members of Congress recently visited the Navajo and Hopi 
Reservations. These Congressmen indicated a real desire to help the Navajo 
people.

Before the first white man came to America only a few wise men believed 
that the earth was round. The other white people believed that the earth was 
flat. They thought too that the earth stood still and that the sun went over 
and around the earth. 

We now know that the earth is round. It dors not have a smooth surface.

Ocean. A fast ship requires five days to cross this water. On the other side 
of the Atlantic Ocean are the lands called England, Germany, Italy,, and many 
others.
